Oiamittoe,  lies  I  ar.  quite  certain, 
no  desire  whatsoever  to  crrrv  ou  any  of  chose  a&nlnistratlvo  duties  which 
are  normally  assumed.  by  competent  lcc:'.l  ncnli.i  at  rations. 

Our  Gonnittue  is  primarily,  and  indeed  I  night  say  sololy,  a  reliof 
organization,  for rad  for  the  special  purpose  of  caring  for  civilians 
suffering  from  yar  conditions.  Ever;** h/re  the  lot  of  such  people  is 
recognized  as  so  pitiable  as  to  command  s;*northy  and  cono''8zlon.  Several 
Committeo  with  similar  purpose  have  been  formed  during  the  pxosent  crisis, 
and  to  one  of  then,  tho  Shanghai  Committee,  General  Maisul  himself  made  r. 
contribution  of  ter.  thousand  dollars,  thus  Bhowir.~  the  approval  by  tho 
highest  Jnjoieso  r.ilitnry  xuthorities  of  tho  work  o?  suuh  Commitcoes. 

Since  the  funds  end  supplies  giver.  to  our  Committeo  were  entrusted 
to  it  for  the  euccific  purpose  abo-o  netticiied,  it  soer.s  to  no  that  e. 
special  obligation  roat3  uuon  our  Comnittao  to  discharge  this  trust  to  the 
bost  of  its  ability.  I  do  not  feel  therefore  that  we  should  turn  over  our 
funds  or  supplies  to  a.ry  other  organizations.  Wa  would  be  glad  to  cooperate 
with  other  organizations  ir.  tho  rr?.ief  wop’  ,  as  we  ere  r.ow  doing  with  the 
P.od  Swastika  and  tho  3cd  Cross,  tut  ve  should  cr  rry  full  re3por.ai ciiity  for 
the-  uso  to  be  rr.do’  of  our  ovrr.  rcieurc-6.  I  r  n  sure  tlar  t  you  yourself  v'ill 
soe  tho  rea8onablone3  3  of  this  po3itior.. 

Purthornoro,  I  may  point  cut  th* t  our  funds  and  supplies  are  very 
limited  when  compared  with  the  need  that  exists.  Even  *>t  best  all  that  our 
Committee  can  do  should  bo  but  a  mere  sunplarontation  of  r  much  I'T'-er 
and  more  adequate  program  which  I  person-' lly  hope  the  local  Self-Government 
Association  will  undertake.  Our  Committee  ear.  do  its  tit,  as  the  Hod  Cross 
and  the  Rod  Swastika  arc  now  doing ,  but  wo  trust  t’-at  the  Self-Government 
-association  vrill  do  much  more  than  our  own  Committee  or  than  eith.-r  of  thooo 
other  groups.  We  hope  also  that  t>n  Juounceo  military  authorities  will 
cooperate,  ever,  more  liberally  than  they  pm  now  doing,  with  the  Sr.lf- 
Govcrnmont  Association  ir.  the  provision  cf  ford  and  fuel  for  the  refugees. 
Ever.  so  tho  combined  efforts  of  all  agencies  scarcely  overtake  the  need. 

In  closing  let  me  say  one  thing  more.  It  is  ovidonfc  that  the 
sinplost  pr.d  at  the  oamo  time  the  most  effective  relief  moo. sure  would 
bo  the  restoration  of  order  nr.d  dioiplina  among  tho  soldiers.  Until  this 
is  dono  the  people  cannot  go  back  to  their  homes,  business  cannot  be 
carried  on,  communications  cannot  be  restored,  nor  public  services  such  as 
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water,  11  *kt«,  rr.i  tolcilioro  be  rprusod.  Everything  waits  on  thip  o.io 
matter.  But  in  proportion  an  discipline  ia  restored,  the  relief  problem 
will  become  opoicr,  and  the  re~03tabliflhnent  of  normal  conditions  bv.  made 
more  forcible.
